Tba 
aiob tor tbe moet part ooniiated of tbe 
lowaatelaaa of rufflan* obtainable in the 
dty. TJie greateat damage laat night 
waa dune In the vicinity of the Kbank Hill 
and York Roadt. ' The rioter* fought in 
theae places with the desperation or mad- 
men. Althoiif^h the police clsargod on 
them aeveral times witb llzad bayoneta, 
the mob held ita ground and finally 
rallied in force and ateadily beat back 
tha police. In retreating, as a last re. 
aort to diaperae tha mob, the police flred 
aeveral volleys ot buckshot into ite 
ranks, but despite tha tact that 
eral of IM members fell, the 
pressed on and completely rooted the 
police. Tha mob then held posaeasion of 
both roads until 3 :aO this morning, pillag- 
ing and wrecking bonaes aod itoraa in al 
moat wanton way. When they bad ttrad 
of their efforts tne rioter* diipaned. Ia 
oppoeing the police the mob needatonea 
weighing from fifteen to twenty potinda 
and numeron* small arm*, 'tan flanil* 
even attacked tbe firemen wbo bad been 
called ont to battle witb tbe flamea which 
wareoonanniln#a*Tar a l bnUdIng* flred by 
tbe rioter*. They *toned tbe firemen wheu- 
erar tbey got within reach aud greatly re- 
tarded tbem In tbe work ot quenching tbe 
flame*. Doaaaa ot aya witae**e* atate that 
the mob wa* eo mp oaed of thieve* and 
thug*, wbo looted piiTato dwellings, stores, 
eto., and carried olT all valualiles they 
could. Many of tbem could I'e bcou utriig- 
gling off in the darkness with bundles 
of all kinds, composed of their 
ill-gotten gains. The Catholic re»idonU 
ar* in a state of terror bordering on frensy, 
aud are afraid to venture abroad, even to 
purchase the ne(■e^»a^ioa of life. Scores ot 
('atholles were .liot flown last evening by 
tho blood tbiiiily rioters. 'Ten were ad- 
mitted to the IjohpitAls to-day for trea^ 
uient.
